The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  has  acknowledged  this  Grand  Lodg»  .  but 
not  with  that  generous  spirit  in  whi(di  other  Grand  Bodies  hav<^  welcomed 
us,  nor  with  the  kind  and  fraternal  greeting  accorded  l«y  our  INIother  Grand 
I-odge  of  England,  for  you  have  the  old  charters  which  she  returned,  adorn- 
ing the  Widls  of  your  Lodge  rooms. 

How  these  mementos  refresh  our  minds,  and  with  what  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  we  look  njjon  them,  as  tokens  of  fraternal  love  from  our  vener- 
able Mother.  She  has  also  paid  us  the  compliment  of  exchanging  llepreseu- 
tatives,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  if  the  Grand  Lt)dge  of  Scotland  knew 
lii>\\  much  we  appreciatcnl  these  courtesies,  she  would  very  soon  follow  their 
truly  Masonic  example.  While  on  this  subject  I  wish  to  call  your  attention 
to  s  'veral  important  points  in  the  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scotland.  She  claims  the  right  to  prot(>ct  any  Lodge  or  Lodges  that  ma.\ 
wisli  to  adhere  to  their  allegiancy  to  Her  in  this  jurisdiction:  this  point  there 
liin  be  no  objection  to  as  there  are  no  such  Lodges  in  the  Province. 

The  next  subject  is  oiu'  of  a  mort  serious  nature,  a'ld  I  think  there 
must  be  some  misunderstanding  in  the  printing  of  the  communication,  as 
shi'  claims  the  right  to  protect    any  Lodges  which  may  hereafter  (dioose  to

isdictions  woidd  have  a  tendency  to  create  disorder  and  Itrin^  contenijit 
tliis  ancient  Fraternity.  We  have  seen  sntlicient  in  this  Province  ef 
Masonic  woik  under  several  (trand  Bodies  to  satisfy  us  tlnii  the  principle  i- 
wron^',  and  does  not  produce  that  })eace  and  harnumy  which  is  the  stnaii^th 
and  support  of  all  well  <,'overned  institutions.  I  should  therefore  be  ylad  if 
the  next  connnunieation  from  the  (lran<l  Lodi,'e  of  Scotland  should  renuivi 
all  doubts  on  that  subject. 

The  (rrand  Lod<,'e  of  \ew  South  Wales  has  been  duly  aeknowled<j[e(l. 
and  (Jraud  llei)reseutatives  exchan;L,'((l  with  that  (Irand  IJody.  I  feel  eonti- 
dent  that  the  niendnrs  of  this  (Irand  Lod^je  will  be  <j;ratilied  to  hear  that  tin 
Hoard  of  (reut.'ral  Pnrpuses  on  carefully  examining'  this  subject,  have  aji-

Orand  Master  of  that  (iran.l  Lod-e,  espec- 
ially as  It  was  ail  unexpected  favor  conferred,  and  a  mark  of  respect  to  this 
( rrand  Lodt^'e. 

ClIAItlTY, 

How  few  c,f  those  who  attend  to  their  duties  as  Free  Masons,  apply  for 
assistance  among  the  number  of  those  who  obtain  relief.  I  may  safely  say 
that  three  out  of  every  four  are  not  entitled  to  relief  as  members,  and  as  a 
rule  have  been  so  drrelict  in  their  duties  as  to  deprive  them  of  assistance 
from  any  fund  belonging  to  the  Order. 

Amongst  those  who  have  been  assisted  this  year,  one  had  for  twenty, 
another  for  nine  and  one  for  seven  years,  paid  no  dues  to  any  Lodge,  and 
some  of  them  had  not  even  visited,  but  their  circumstances  were  of  such  a 
nature  that  the  common  ties  of  humanity  demanded  our  attention. 

The  amount  ol  private  donations  that  have  be(>n  given  this  year  are  con- 
siderably more  than  could  reasonably  be  exi)ect(ul  hom  so  small'a  number  of 
in(inb<.rs.  'rh,,se  ndieved  were  from  France,  West  Indi(.s,  Nt-\v  Brunswick 
ami  nthvv  places.  This  work  and  ex])ensi.  falls  on  a  few,  and  may  be  truly 
•ailed  a  work  of  fraternal  love. 

I  have  been  fully  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  calling  your  attention 
to  the  above  ciirumstances,  that  you  may  know  that  there  is  far  more  charity 
dispensed  in  this  manner  than  from  the  funds  of  the  Order,  and  that  those 
who  do  not  take  an  active  part  in  this  work  may  know  tin  t  the  annual  re- 
ports do  7iot  contain  a  full  account  of  all  the  charity  dispensed,  for  there  is 
more  relief  given  by  private  parties  than  from  all  other  sourc(;s. 

Amongst  those  who  have  on  many  occasions  helped  the  distressed,  I 
may  mention  Jb'o.  Josei)h  Spratt,  and  his  worthy  Counnander,  Bro.  lludlin, 
for  mendiers  of  the  Craft  in  this  I'rovince  have  often  been  under  obhgations 
to  them  for  passag(>  and  care  of  the  sick  while  travelling  on  Bro.  Spratfs 
steamers:  and  all  those  who  have  burn  brought  in  contact  with  Bro.  Capt. 
Kudlin,  under  these  circumstances,  si)eak  of  him  in  terms  of  the  highest 
praise. 

Bro.  Rithet  has  on  several  occasions  rendered  the  OfHcers  and  Brethren 
good  services  by  his  advice  and  assistance,  and  Bro.  Capt.  John  Irving  on 
several  occasions  has  placed  us  under  obligations;  the  V.-.W.-.  Grand  Sec- 
retary, Bro.  Baker,  and  many  other  Brethren  too  numerous  to  mention. 

The  Irish  llelii^f  Fund  seems  small,  from  the  reason  that  many  of  the 
Ihelhren  had  contributed  to  it  before  they  were  called  upon  by  the  Order, 
iind  it  is  with  j[)leasure  that  I  can  safely  say  that  the  Craft  in  this  Province 
has  always  been  generous  to  almost  a  fault  in  contributing  to  thi'  needy  and 
distressed  when  cases  have  been  brought  to  their  notice.  Our  Masonic  tracing 
board  teaches  us  that  charity  is  one  of  the  Divine  attributes,  therefore  may 
we  continue  to  practice  this  virtue  in  its  fullest  sense. 
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Lot  no  Brother  bo  disf(>llo\vshippo(l  or  snsiioiidod  for  noii-p.aynunt  cf 
dues,  without  carefully  considerii)^  all  the  eireuiustances  connected  with  tin 
case,  for  many  who  appear  ctnufortably  provided  for,  need  our  sympathy 
and  forbearance,  Imt  those  who  are  seen  continually  indulf^'in<^' in  supertluiiit  ^ 
and  needless  expense,  and  refuse  to  contribute  their  mite  should  be  reminded 
of  their  several  diities,  and  if  persisting  in  siich  conduct,  should  be  deprived 
of  their  privileges  and  benefits  as  Masons,  and  suspcuKh'd  from  the  Order. 
that  their  names  may  not  appear  on  the  roll  of  the  Lodge  as  a  reproach  tn 
the  true  and  worthy. 

FRATERNAL  DKAD. 

The  steady  onward  march  of  time  continues  to  gather  into  its  folds 
those  whose  company  we  have  enjoyt  d  with  fraternal  love  and  pleasure. 

With  sorrow  the  bereaved  widow  mourns  the  loss  of  a  loving  and  worth\ 
husband,  the  children  the  loss  of  an  affectionate  father,  on  whom  they  have 
depended  for  their  chief  support,  and  the  death  of  a  single  brother  deprives 
his  relatives  and  friends  oi  his  couipany.  This  appears  strange,  and  causes 
some  to  saj'  in  their  hearts,  "  why  hath  God  deprived  us  of  those  whom  \vi 
love?" 

But  when  we  contemplate  the  wonderful  works  of  God  and  meditate  on 
His  loving  kiixdness,  we  shall  behold  the  wisdom  and  beauty  of  all  His  ways, 
for  should  life  be  prolonged  beyond  the  allotted  tinu',  with  all  its  infirmities 
and  troubles,  how  painful  and  trying  it  would  be  to  mankind  in  general,  or  if 
the  young  and  afflicted  with  dis(>ase  and  imperfect  organization,  were  all  pir- 
mitted  by  God  to  live  to  the  agi'  of  three  score  iind  ten,  what  toil  and  sorrow 
it  would  entail  on  the  humsm  family.

augurat(!  one  at  Fort  Yale  or  Emory  City,  also  another  at  New  Westminster 
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UNriNIHHKD  BUSINESS. 

Up  to  the  present  session  there  has  always  been  something  unsettled  at 
I  very  annual  coiniuunieatiou  since  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  It 
is  therefore  witli  pleasure  and  satisfaction  tliat  I  am  able  to  inform  you  that 
the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  l)y  their  care  and  attention,  have  been  en- 
abled to  si'ttle  all  business  entrusted  to  their  care  up  to  tlie  present  com- 
munication, and  although  the  Vice  President  of  the  Board,  Brother  Trounce, 
has  held  that  ollice  several  yiars,  aiul  is  fast  approaching  his  three  score  and 
ten,  he  is  invariably  found  at  his  post.

Jumcs  (Jordou  Viiitcr — there 
wus  no  report  from  the  D.  (i.  M.  hist  your.  I  had  fully  intended  when  in. 
stalled  into  the  otHee  of  l)e])uty  Cirand  Master,  to  visit  all  the  Lod|j;es  of  our 
jurisdiction,  and  to  use  my  hest  endeavors  to  convince  the  Bnthren  of  more

of  Colon  and  that  of  Havana,  in  the  Island  of  Cuba,  have  been  amiacably 
settled,  and  the  much  to  be  desired  union  of  the  tvvo  has  been  happily 
( ti'ected  by  the  formation  of  the  (Jrand  Lodge  of  "  Coh>n  and  the  Island  of 
Cuba."  It  now  only  renuiins  for  us  to  otUcially  recogni/e  said  (irand  Lodge 
in  keeping  with  the  recojumendation  of  the  Board  of  Giiii'ral  Purposes, 
which  will  be  presented  to  you,  and  to  extend  to  that  Grand  Body  the  usuaj 
fraternal  courtesies.

Nova  Scotia,  to  enable  hini  to  ^jvoeeed  to  Sau  Francisco  for  medical  treat- 
ment. Tb>  has  since  died  from  ciuicer  in  the  tongue,  at  Seattle,  ^Vash- 
iugton  Territiu'y. 

In  August,  ]n7'.),  the  sum  of  SH'i  was  subscribed  by  the  Brethren  in 
Victoria  and  Estpiimalt,  in  aid  of  tlu'  widow  and  six  children  of  Bro.  Edward 
Bramuh,  who  was  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a  nieinber  of  St.  John's  Lodge, 
No.  17,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Canada,  and  in  good  standing  in  said 
Lodge.

7.  The  proceedings  of  our  last  regiilar  communication  and  emergency 
meetings  of  G.-.L.'.  were  revised  by  a  Committee  and  embodied  with  the  pro- 
ceedings of  1H7H.  Copies  of  sanu'  have  been  liberally  supplied  to  the  various 
Lodges,  to  the  numerous  Grand  Lodges,  and  to  many  of  the  Brethren  in 
(lit!'erent  parts  of  the  globe. 

S.  There  have  been  no  vacancies  on  the  Board  either  from  change  of 
residence  or  by  death;  both  of  which  are  matters  of  congratulation  from  many 
points  of  view.

H.  Certain  correspondence  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  will  be 
laid  before  you,  partly  requesting  this  G.'.L.-.  to  withhold  its  recognition  of 
the  G.-.L.-.  of  New  South  Wales,  and  partly  as  touching  the  official  recogni- 
tion of  our  own  Cirand  Lodge.

13.  The  monies  subscribed  by  the  Brethren  for  the  purehase  of  jewels 
for  Past  Grand  blasters  Powell  and  Duck  have  been  expended  in  the  purchase 
and  lu-est'utation  of  neat  and  appropriate  testimonials  to  the  wives  of  these 
eminent  lirethren,  with  suitable  inscriptions  on  each.  The  replies  to  said 
testimonials  have  been  received. 

1-i.  A  statement  of  monies  to  the  credit  of  the  Fund  of  Benevolence  will 
be  presented,  and  ncjtwithstanding  the  numerous  calls  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  Fund  is  steadily  increasing.  Certain  exceptional  expenditures  hav( 
taken  place  which  the  Board  desires  the  Grand  Lodge  to  sanction.  It  would 
appear  to  be  a  nuitter  of  regret  that  Nanaimo  Lodge  (Ashlar  No.  3)  and  alsd 
Union  No.  9,  have  withdrawn  from  it. 

15.  The  Committee  on  Fori'ign  Correspondence  will  present,  during  this 
session,  a  digest  of  the  proceedings  of  sister  jurisdictions  and  a  brief  report 
on  such  matters  as  may  be  gleaned  from  the  past  year's  correspondence  as 
may  be  likely  to  prove  interesting. 

1(k  The  Board  reconnnends  that  inasmuch  us  the  funds  of  the  Benevo-

lent  Fund,  and  that  the  Constitution  be  ameuded  accordingly. 

17.  It  having  been  shown  that  Vancouver  and  Quadra  Lodge  has  paid 

the  sum  of   $22(].'JG  on  account  of  tower  and  organ  gallery,    he   Board,  by 

resolution,  recommend  that  Grand  Lodge  transfer  to  that  Lodge  11  shares  in 

the  Building  Fund.
